opened or examined. But this cannot be 
done with the present wall. pierced by 
only a single small opening. That wall 
is only a’ built-up partition, or an ac- 
commodation wall, and will have to be 
largely demolished before the taber- 
nacles inside can be digmoynted. But 
the interfor of this wall itself is all 
painted and inscribed, though the dec- 
oration apparently is not of the highest 
quality. All has to be carefully studied 
and interpreted, and if possible copied 
and photographed—though how it will be 
done in such a confined space is diffi- 
cult to see. 

“The order of proceedings, 
presumably must be, first the study of 
the wall, secondly the demolition. of a- 
large section: of the wall, thirdly the 


dismoynting. and removing of the first. 


tabernacle, the exploring of its contents 
and the examination and recording, &c., 
‘of the inner surface of the new walls 
theh exposed, which at present are in- 
accessible. Then there must be similar 
removals of the successive  tabernacles 
with corresponding incidental work at 
each stage and careful handling of all 
the’ articles found, Last of all, we can 
get at the contents of the treasure house 


AN the objects: must have been put 
fn; the treasure: house before the: taber- 
nacles were built round ‘the sarcéphagus, 
and the reverse order will have to be ob- 
served in the-work of getting them out. 

All this gives’ some conception of the 
embarrassments of the problem now 
confronting. the excavaters, and sug- 
gests the impossibility. of any consid- 
erable new progress this Spring. Of 
course, minor discoveries will continue 
to be made in the course of the work 
fn the laboratory, &c.; and the whole 
thing will be most fascinating; but. the 
King has yet another Summer’s ‘sleep’ 
before him, undisturbed.

Federal Agents Start Round-Up 
of Suspects in Big Plot 
Centring Here. 


5 CAUGHT ON ‘LONG ISLAND 
Arrests Made “Without Aid of 
Police—Two Women Among 
Those Questioned. 


Secret Service operatives under Cap- 
tain John F, Tucker last night began 
a round-up of men and women in what 
was said to be one of the most ex- 
tensive counterfeiting plots uncovered 
by Government officials in ‘many years. 
Up to midnight twenty men and at least 
two. women had been taken into cus- 
tody.: All of the prisoners were hurried 
to Captain Tucker’s office inthe Cus- 
tom House. 

Captain Tucker refused, ,however, to 
reveal ‘anything about the’ arrests, but

Petrograd Has 35,000 Tons 
_ Ready to Ship, Says Amer- 
ican Relief Worker. 


FAMINE MENACES 8,000,000 


Soviet Accepts Only Cash and 
Print Paper for Food Exports, 
Declares James B. Walsh. 


Shiploads of fdodstuffs.are being ex- 
ported from Russia by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment while appeals for 8,000,000 
starving Russians are being sent. out 
and ‘answered all over the world, ac- 
cording to James B., Walsh of- 61 East 
Sixty-fifth Street, who has just returned 
from Russia, where he served with the 
American. Relief Administration. Mr. 
Walsh left Moscow on Jan 17, and sailed 
from Helsingfors, Finland,

UNEARTH OLD "H OLD TEMPLE: 
IN RUINS OF CITY OF UR 


Aimicican and British Excavators|:

PHILADBLPHIA, Feb. 20.—An ancient 
temple whose history goes so far back 
beyond the reign of Pharaph Tut-ankh- 
Amen that nobody knows exactly how 
old it is has been found in Ur, the 
Chaldean. city which was the home of 
Abraham in Babylonia, Dr. George B.

CONVICT VOLIVA OF LIBEL. 


Chicago Jury Returns a Verdict 
Against Zion City Overseer. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—Wilbur Glenn Vo- 
liva, General Overseer of Zion City, was 
found guilty of criminal libel by a jury 
before Judge Hopkins in Criminal Court 
tonight. When the verdict was read 
Voliva was surrounded by hundreds of 
followers from Zion City. As the words 
‘* find the defendant guilty ’’ fell from 
the lips of the clerk the Overseer winced 
as if unable to comprehend what had 
been said. 

A few feet away was the Rev. Thomas 


Nelson, pastor of Grace Missionary 
Church in Zion City, against whom Vo- 
liva had made the statements that re- 
sulted in the Overseer’s indictment. 

The maximum penalty is imprisonment 
for one year or a fine of $500 or both.

Wife Worked asa Waltress by Day 
and a Laundress by Night to

“-COLUMBUS,..0.;. Feb. .. 20. —Clarence 
Leroy McKinney, ‘known ag 51,210 be- 
hind..the gray: walls of the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary, dropped. his tools in the loom- 
ing mill today -and. hurried’ to Warden 
Thomas’s office in answer to an im- 
perative summons. He found a reporter 
with the Warden. 

“You're free,” “he was told. 
other fellow pleaded guilty.” 

McKinney’s face twitched slightly and 
he said without emotion, ‘‘ Oh, am I?”’ 

Thus was'ended a case which officials 
said had. been almost without parallel 
in the criminal history of Ohiow : 

Five months ‘ago McKinney, whose 
wife lives in Cincinnati, started to-serve 
@ life sentence for. muirder.-A jury at 
Wilmington, Ohio, found him guilty of 
shooting to death Special Officer Emery 
MeCreight’on Feb.. 14, ‘1922. 

McKinney asserted from the intext that 
he was in a picture show in Cincinnati 
with his wife-at the time: McCreight 
was killed. The case apparently was 
closed with the sending to prison of Mc- 
Kinney, who was 20 years old then. 

A few months later Louis Vander- 
voort.of Jamestown,.son ofa wealthy 

r,; ‘was arrestéd. on suspicion that 
he was reqponsibie for many burglaries. 

Today’ in mn he. pleaded 
guilty. to a chars’ of murder in the 
second degree and admitted he killed 
McCreight. 

He was sentenced to: the penitentiary 
for life. His accomplice, Walter Bang- 
ham of Jamestown,’ admitting = man- 
slaughter, received a one-to-twenty-year 
term in the Mansfield Reformatory. 

**MeKinney,” said Warden Thomas, 
““is the most philosophical man | I have 
seen. in my. nineteen. years here.’ 

** Sure,”’ said McKinney, ‘‘ we all have 
our troubles. .I. knew this would come 
out all right.” 

Warden Thomas said he would not re- 
poo McKinney until the necessary pa- 

rs had forwarded by Wilmington 
authorities:
